Thank you for your letter of February 23, 1990 
concerning the National Workshop on Environmental 
Sensitivity to be held May 24, 1990 in Ottawa. 


The workshop will address not only research 
but also the social and educational needs related to 
environmental sensitivity. Of critical importance in 
order to develop policies and help those who need 
assistance is to define the content and burden of the 
condition. Without some baseline parameters we will be 
unable to target priority areas and will have no 
reference point to know if we have made any progress at 
all.

We have 
been careful to get a representative and productive mix 
of groups who can collaborate to try and begin to 
resolve this complex problem.
